A committee was appointed to Eise 
a form of blanks for County Superintendents of 
the Poor to makg their annual reports on to the 
Secretary of State, to the end that more full and 
yaluable statistics of pauperism and the ex- 
pense of caring for the paupers may be ob- 
tained. Valuable results are expected from 
this plan. 

Keports of the number of paupers and the 
expense of maintaining them in nearly every 
county of the State. and of the modes {oF Gar- 
ing for paupers, and experiences in the work, 
were made by delegates. The gist of the re 
ports is that pauperism has increased largely in 
the State of late, and the expense of caring for 
it is also largely increasing. The subject was 
not pleasant for the Superintendents o- the tax- 
pavers, and“ What shall we do?” was a promi- 
nent question. 

A valuable paper was read by the Rev. John 
W. BrowD, of Cleveland, O., on The Classifi- 
cation of Criminals,’ in which he urged more 
attention to such work, the good it will accom- 
plish for the public and the criminals. 

The Rev. Frank Russell, of Kalamazoo, gave 
an address on The Duty of Christian Civiliza- 
tion to Helpless Citizens,“ in which he spoke in

Mr. Danning objected, explaining 
that it would be impossible for him to co! lect 
from the merchants to whom the money had 
been advanced. The atarm spread among 
the half dozen or more vanks in which 
he bad transactions, and Dunning found 
himself so oppressed by these demands 
that he was forced to suspend It appears he 
had from several banks—the Bank of

The Bank of the 
State of New York, it is said, had loaned

These amounts, with others not ascertained, 
represent the degree in which the merchants 
are indebted te the banks through Mr. Dunning 
as broker. For these amounts the banks hold 
the merchants’ paper solely as _ collateral 
security. Great surprise is manifested at 
the apparently loose method of 
doing business, the only excuse 
being that Mr. Dunning’s judgment was con- 
sidered to be good and his integrity unquestion- 
ed. If the banks insist on immediate payments 
of the amounts loaned, it is feared the result 
will be disastrous both to the bankers and the 
merchants, as it may close the doors of one or 
more institutions, and drive several heavy mer- 
chants into bankruptcy.

THE SUPREME COURT. 
AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 
Seeta. Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 8.—The Supreme Court 
to-day has held a segsion prolonged into evening, 
Of the several important cases orally argued, the 
principal one was that of the People vs. George 
W. Wall, who was elected under the new Circuit 
act Judge of the Third Circuit, comprising the 
Counties of Bond, Madison, St. Clair, Marion, 
Clinton,“Washington, Randolph, Monroe, and 
Perry, question arising as to the constitutionality 
of act of the Legislature in erecting additional 
circuits, This proceeding was, by agreement, in- 
stituted in the form of a quo warpanto 
i the St. Clair Cirenit Court, requiring the 
defendant, Wall, to show’ by what authority 
he exercised the office of Judge in the 
Circuit Court of that county. Judgment was en- 
tered for defendant, and the case came up to the 
Supreme Court, the sole question raised being as 
to the constitutional validity of the act of June 2, 
1877,—**An act to divide the State of Illinois, 
exclusive of Cook County. into juaicia: circuits.” 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL EDSALL, 

representing the State, argued, first. that the Con- 
stitution was violated in that the new Judges were 
not elected upon a general ticket in their re- 
spective circuits, as required by Sec. 15; second, it 


was necessary to create a term of less than six 
years for the Judges elected in 1877, in violation 
of Secs. 12 and 14; third, it was neceseary to 
to transfer the Ju already in office, who were 
elected for certain limited circuits, iuto Circuit 
Judges of new or larger circuits, and thus the re- 

uirements of Sec. 15 were contravened. The 

ttorney-General urged that the strong predispo- 
sition to sustain the validity of the act which ex- 
isted, on account of the relief thus furnished to 
overcrowded existing Courts, constituted no saffi- 
cient ground to warrant the Court in disregarding 
the plain mandate oſſthe Constitution, - that it was 
better to suffer temporary inconvenience until 
a proper remedy conld be afforded by the General 
Assembly. The legitimacy of the title of Circuit 
Judges should be above suspicion. 

SAMUEL F. WHEELER, i 
— 2 of Cairo, for defendaut, argued the consti- 
tutionality of the act, and that the Legislature 
acted clearly within the Constitution by creating 
the new system, and it was incumbent upon the 
law- makers to provide for this very contingency, 
which was foreseen by the framers of the Constita- 
tion, as appeared by the fifteenth section of Art. 
6. The argument ad inconvenienti should also 
bave great weight in this cage. The Executive, 
by signing the bill, has adopted tne legislative 
construction, and, it being accepted, is correct, 
Thirteed Judges have been elected. and for nearly 
five months have been exercising the functions of 
their office. Yet, ifthe act be uncenstitutional, 
important rights which have accrued would be di- 
vested, and an unseltled condition of our judicial 
bog would follow, It woald seem repugnant to 
the letter ahd spirit of the Constitution that so La- 
mirable a system should be destroyed.

The Attorney-General concluded the argument, 
Which attracted a large attendance of spectators, 
among whom were the Govegnor and State of- 
cers, and leading attorneys from various portions 
of the State. The Court took the case under ad- 
visement, but an early decision is expected.

Foreclosure in 1877. 


Sixty Additional Cases of the 
Same Kind Pending. 


The Record Much Longer than in the 
Year 1876. 


A Comprehensive [Illustration of the 
Wiping-Out Process. 


Chicago Ratlway Age, January, 1878. 
During the year just closed the process of wind- 
ing up and reorganizing railway corporations has 
gone on in the United States with even greater 
rapidity than in the previous year, whose record, 
as reported in these columns, gave such an impres- 
sive and startling picture of the losses of railway 
investors. While the year 1877 has given, as was 
hoped. many encouraging evidences of the ap- 
proach of better times, and the net earnings of 
most of our roads have shown a considerabie im- 
provement, still it wae inevitable and expected 
that many more inflated enterprises would col- 
lapse under the shrinking process that has so mer- 
cilessly brought downwalues based on the stand- 
ards of the era of speculation and unlimited paper 
money. It was hoped, however, that the number 
and aggregate amount of the bankruptcies for 1877 
would at least not exceed those for 1876, but this 
hope, it will be seen, nas deen disappointed. 
Below we give a table, madefup from all the in- 
formation thus far available, of the railways sold 
under foreclosure during the year, premising, as 
with our previous statements, that the lack of any 
official system of railway statistics in this country 


makes it impossible to arrive at absolute complete- 


ness and accuracy in such a table. The figures 
showing the bonds, debt, and capital stock—that 
is, the nominal amount of capital invested—are 
taken from the latest published record available, 
and in some cases may be open to correction by 
still later figures. In genera), however, the state- 
ments given are likely to be under ratber than over 
the real amount, as they do not always show ar- 
rears of interest, which form part of the amount of 
capital invested. On the other hand, we cannot 
say what was the actual amount paid for the bonds 
and stocks reported, t in case of the latter, 
the intention nas been to give as far as possible the 
amount actually issued, and not the nominal capi- 
tal stock. Ae pearly as we can now ascertain. 
therefore, the following ie the record, for the 
United Sttates, of railways sold under foreclosure 
in 1877:

This is 1. ling record of loss, as, it 
must be remembered, foreclosure sales, as a rule, 
mean the absolute ‘‘wiping out of the capital 
stock, and often of all mort liens except the 
first, though the purchasers under the foreclosin 
mortgage sometimes pay the floating indebied- 
ness, that and their morigage and accrued interest 
representing the cost of the property to the pur- 
chasers, and, therefore, its approximate value 
after the shrinkage has been completed. But the 
roads whose sale is recorded have been for some 
time preparing for that expected result.

Eighty-four roads, with a completed mileage of 
7.721 miles. or one-tenth of the entire railway 
system of the United States, and representing an 
apparent investment of $400,000, 000, also about 
one-tenth of ti total railway capital of the coun- 
try, have in two years been sold under foreclosure, 
and have been scaled down” to perhaps some- 
thing like 50 per cent of their original valuation. 
The figures for proceedings commenced, etc., are 
only given for the 2 of comparing the two 
years, as a number the roads reported for 1876 
under this head have during 1877 moved on to 
sale. But during the past year, as we have shown 
in a table above, proceedings have been com- 
menced against forty-four roads, with a mileage of 
over 5,500 miles, and it is safe to estimate that, as 
a result of the two vears’ work, at least 100 roads 
are soot. to be sold, with an aggregate mileage of 
some 12,000 miles, and representing something 
like $500.000,000.

THE CURRENCY. 


MORE NUTS FOR SUMNER TO 
‘y CRACK. 
To the Editor f The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, Jan. 9.--I see Prof. Sumner gives his 
answer to the six questions propounded by H. C. M. 
in Tur Tame of the Sth inst., albeit he does 
not give answers quite so categorically as was eX: 
pected by the writer. But, such as they are, I de- 
sire to make a few comments thereon. 

First, I say that it is not necessary to business 
prosperty that paper or any other carrency should 
be immediately convertible into coin, or that now 
that coin should de gold. Because. first, there is 
not and never will be coin enough in any country 
to convert immediately the paper currency. The 
thing is abeurd, because impossibie. It seems to 
me this language of ‘‘convertibility” and re- 
demption of one kind of money by another is in- 
dulged into the great confusionof men’s real 
meaning. Business has been prosperous all 
over the world in the absence of any such 
immediate convertibility or redemption. 
But there ie a pre-requisite to business 
prosperity in this matter of paper money, and 
that is that such money shall be measured and 
valued by a basis baving a fixed and intrinsic value, 
or a basis having the most stable value of measure 
we can arrive at, and I deny in toto that stability 
can be obtained by any one article as a basis, 
whether of gold or silver, but there must be two 
acting together, each equal to the other as a 
measure of value. If Prof. Sumner denies this. 
he must deny the necessary elements to equi- 
librium, and of stability in all nature. 

Second, says Mr. Sumner: Since silver is 
found to fluctuate, and is not permanent in value 
to so high a degree as gold, it is not so fitas a 
redeeming basis.” Answer: 1 deny that silver 
along with gold is finctuating. With gold, silver 
is just as permanent in value as gold—no more, no 
less. Taken alone, it might be as fluctuating and 
as unstable as gold is now (though history shows 
itto be more stable), and as either one alone 
must and will be always! 

His third answer starts out with two ‘‘ifs,”’ 
which renders comment unnecessary. This little 
conjunction, ‘‘if,” makes sad havoc with argu- 
ments, but we will take old man Hornetook’s hberty 
with the little joker i., and make a kind of a 
verb of it, such for instance, as granted. al- 
lowed.” etc., and then we will say we have $200. - 
000, 000 of gold as a basis, and a paper circulation 
of $600, 000,000 or more ‘especially more, for we 
have, in fact, gotin round numbers $700, 000, 000), 
and we have need for $600,000, 000 of specie re- 
quirments in our country. In this case he says: 

‘We would not export specie to the amount of 

100. 000,000, or any other um. Well, no; I 
should think with the above conditions it would be 
eafe to shy that a pressing necessity for $600, 000, - 
000 at home. with only $200,000,000 in fact, 
would scarcely admic of $100,000,000, or any 
other amount, being exported, no more than 
woulda man whose family needed six barrels of 
flour, while he had but two, could afford to send 
a few barrels to his neighbors! 

Rise fourth answer, wherein he says the 
demonetization of silver by other nations has 
nothing to do with the ease or difficuity of ‘* our 
supply of gold or silver; it depends on our own 
currency laws, etc. Just so, just sof and hence 
Mr. Sumner's fears of Germany sending to usa 
large invoice of silver are groundiess—a phantom, 
ashadow. If we buy what other people do not 
want. be says (but this is impossible—no nation, 
no man, ever yet had for sale that which he did 
not want; he only had that for sale, barter, or ex- 
change, which he was less anxious to retain and 
use than something else which he desired to get in 
exhange), and, if we buy that commodity, and work 
it over into a metallic money basis, we will most 
gurely have to look out for the consequences” 
and itis just these sure consequences“ which 
we, as a people and 8 nation, most 
desire te be looking out for, and I will 
add that. in buying that ‘*commodity” 
(I guess he means silver. either in strange coins or 
in bullion), we who buy it will do so precisely as 
we buy from our own miners in our Own country. 
As to ‘‘uniform fullness of currency,’ when a 
double compensating specie basis of values is 
established there need no fears of fluetuation 
in vaive, no matter what becomes of the volume 
of the same —paper or metal. The dollar will be 
the dollar that ſe, it will be 371% grains of pure 
silver put intd a specitied form and shape, or else 
about 23 9-10-grains of pure gold, fixed by laws 
of our nation, and not any Latin Union, as being 
exact equivalents of each other.

In an article yesterday on the subject of 
„ Steamship Subsidies,” it was somewhat 
unguardedly said: There is no instance of 
a subsidy paid by a foreign Government to a 
line of vessels trading with the United 
States.” For the purposes of the argument 
now being carried on, this assertion was cor- 
rect enough, but it is open to captious criti- 
cism, inasmuch as the Cunard Line formerly 
was subsidized by the British Government. 
The subsidy has, however, been withdrawn, 
and the Company is paid by Government 
only for its postal-gervice. The argument 
of advocates of a subsidy-system in the 
United States is, that the British Govern- 
ment has built up its merchant marine by 
subsidies, and has withdrawn them only after 
competition has been crushed out. It logic- 
ally follows that if the United States were 
to adopt the subsidy-system Great Britain 
would be obliged to renew hers. There 
would thus be started a contest between the 
two countries in which the longer purse 
would in the end win. The country which 
carries the longer purse just at present is not 
the United States. 


The true condition of the Turkish facilities 
for defense has been exposed by the easy 
capture by the Russians of the Trajan pass. 
The Turks defending this important defile 
found themselves threatened by two Russian 
detachments, one of these having gained the 
rear of their fortifications by means of a 
rapid and stealthy movement through the 
byways of the mountains, while a stronger 
column attacked them in front. After a 
feeble resistance the Turks abandoned the 
position, thus proving conclusively that their 
capacity for successful defense has been re- 
duced to a stage even below what had been 
generally supposed, and suggesting the in- 
ference that an adequate estimate of their 
losses in the disastrous campaign in Bulgaria 
has never been given. SvuiLeman Pasha has 
been deposed from the supreme command of 
the army of Koumelia, and Rrour Pasha, a 
favorite of the Sultan's brother-in-law, 
Mamuoup Daman, appointed in his stead. 
The change is not of especial consequence, 
inasmuch us the negotiation of an armistice 
will be the chief duties immediately devolv- 
ing upon the new General. The conditions 
of the armistice on the side of Turkey have 
been agreed upon by the Ministerial Council, 
but it remains for Russia to be heard from 
on this subject. The conditions to be im- 
posed on her side are certain to be very ex- 
acting, and every Russian victory that inter- 
venes prior to the arrangement of a truce 
only makes harder the bed that Turkey must

virtual indorsement by reaffirming and re- 


specifying the declarations relative to 
the permanent pacification of the 
South, deprecating all sectional feel- 
ings and tendencies, denying the right. 
of Senators and Representatives to dic- 
tate appointments, and leaving the Adiinis- 
tration free in the selection of representa- 
tives of its policy. In the same strain were 
the resolutions expressly commending the 
patriotic and sincere efforts of the President 
to carry out this policy, to keep faith with 
the people, and to secure to the whole 
country the blessings of a just, efficient, and 
honest Republican Administration,” the 
purity, economy, and efficiency of which is 


nouncing as factious and mischievous all at- 
tempts to reopen the Presidential contro. 
versy, or to question the President's title. 
The deliverances of the Convention, so far as 


they relate to the question at all, amount to 


an emphatic and unreserved indorsement of 
President Hares, and a notice to his enemies 
that their war against his Administration will 
receive neither sympathy nor countenance 
among the Republicans of New Hampshire. 


After a long, discursivo, and rambling pre- 
face to his argument against silver money,

On 
the other band, any person who had anything over, 
would desire to exchange his greenbacks for gold, 
which would cost the difference of the gold meas- 
ure in paper. The moment, of course, that the 
paper fell below the value of silver, nobody would 
want the silver any more, and paper would once 
more become the cheaper currency, and there 
would be no addition to the stock of silver in the 
country, but the thing in use would remain paper, 
it having undergone a depreciation of from g to 10 
per cent. 

It is said that confusion of ideas causes 
confusion of expression. It will puzzle 
most readers to catch the meaning of this 
extract, or to reconcile it with the facts. 
How could paper fall below the value of 
silver? The law provides for the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks in coin on and after the 
ist of January, 1879.

DEATH OF THE KING OF ITALY. * 
Vioron Emmanvat, King of Italy, died yes- 
terday at Rome, aged 58 years. He was 
the eldest son of Ouantzs AuBent, and was 
born in Turin in 1820. The modern history 
ot his family is a brilliant one. In 1813 Vio- 
ron Auabros II., Duke of Savoy, was, by 
the Treaty of Utrecht, made King of Sicily, 
but in 1820 was compelled to exchange Sicily 
for Sardinia, and became the tirst King of 
Sardinia, and his branch of the family ran 
out in 1831 and was succeeded by the young- 
er line of Cantoa in the person of CARL 
Ausznr. This Prince strongly favored the 
unification of Italy, and in 1848 grant- 
ed a liberal Constitution to several 
States in his Kingdom. This involved 
him in a war with Austria. After 
a defeat in July, 1848, at Custozza, a truce 
was agreed upon, but in March, 1849, the 
war having been renewed, the King was de- 
feated at Novarra, whereupon he abdicated 
and left Italy. Vioron Emmanvew succeeded 
as King of Sardinia, and though compelled 
to make peace he adhered to his liberal 
policy and never lost sight of the great end, 
the unification of Italy. He called to his 
Cabinet Cavour and other leaders of the 
constitutional policy, and liberalized the in- 
ternal government of his Kingdom, and es- 
tablished commercial relations with other 
States. He joined France and England in 
the Crimean war. In 1859 Austria declared 
war against the aggressive Italian, who, with 
France as an ally, reconquered Lombardy, 
and the credit of the King as a soldier and a 
statesman was general. His policy of a 
United Italy made him the popular hero 
throughout all Italy. In 1860 Cavour was 
again placed at the head of the Ministry, and 
soon after Parma and Modena were annexed 
to Sardinia, and Tuscany also voted to be 
annexed. Nice and Savoy were ceded to 
France in 1860. An insurrection in Sicily in 
1860, under Gantpatnt, resulted in the ex- 
pulsion of Franow IL; and in October the 
Two Sicilies voted for annexation to Sardinia, 
and Victor EmmManvg_ entered Naples as King 
in November, 1860. Umbria and the March 
| of Ancona soon after joined Sardinia, and at 
the opening of 1861 he was Sovereign of all 
Italy save Rome and Venetia. Count Cavour 
died in 1861, but his successors continued 
the same policy. Negotiations were opened 
with the Papal Government for a peaceful 
reconciliation and for the annexation of that 
city, but all offers were rejected. The City 
of Rome had been occupied by French troops 
from 1849. The first Parliament of the 
new Kingdom of Italy met at Turin. 
Feb. 18, 1861, which was opened 
by a speech from Vioron Em™Manvet, 
and an act was passed conferring upon him 
the title of King of Italy. The Govern- 
ment was under an obligation with France 
not to disturb the Pope in his authority, and 
the Capital of the Kingdom remained at 
Turin until 1864, when it was removed to 
Florence. The King succeeded in establish- 
ing many and general reforms. As the local 
government of the various States had been 
more or less under ecclesiastical control, the 
establishment of an exclusively civil govern- 
ment was a work of difficulty, and constant- 
ly brought the Government into conflict 
with the Church, but the work of separating 
Church and State went on thoroughly and 
completely. ‘ 
In 1866 Italy united with Prussia in the 
war against Austria, and a result of this war 
was the cession of Venetia to Italy. 
In 1870, im consequence of the Franco- 
the French troops evacu- 
demand for 
city into 
the Kingdom was revived. All overtures to 
the Pope were rejected, and in September, 
1870, the city was occupied by Italian troops. 
A plebiscite resulted in the annexation of 
Rome by an almost unanimous vote, The 
Italian Government made what are known 
as the guarantees for the protection of the 
Pope and for the support of the Papal Gov- 
ernment. Italian unity was now complete; 
a new National Parliament was convened; 
the Capital was removed to Rome ; and on 
the Ist of January, 1871, Vioron Emmanver 
entered Rome as King of all Italy. There 
has been no official or political reconciliation 
between the Papal and the Royal Government, 
the Pope submitting, as he claims, to su- 
perior force, and protesting against all the 
acts of the Government since 1860, and 


lishing the Church. The Pope has further 
protested that he is held as a prisoner in his 
own city. 

Vroror Emmanvet in his day and within 
twenty years accomplished the greatest po- 
litical change that has taken place in Europe 
forcenturies. He united the Italian States with 
their numerous kingdoms and independent 
principalities under one strong Government, 
founded on the expressed choice of the peo- 
ple. He liberalized his Government to an 
extent not elsewhere existing in Europe. He 
disestablished the Church of which the whole 
people were devoted members, and separated 
a Church and State which had been connected 
intimately for more than a thousand years. 
All this has been done without violence or 
bloodshed, and done in every instance with 
and not against the popular sentiment and 
approval, The grand political results which 
he has accomplished in his comparatively 
‘brief reign have been marvelous, and en- 
title him to a foremost place among the 
statesmen of the age. 

The King lost his wife, an Austrian 
Princess, in 1855, and his children are (1) 
Houmepert, Prince of Piedmont, who will 
succeed as King; (2) Amapzus, who in 1869 
was elected King of Spain and afterwards re- 
signed; (3) Princess Ciorripe, wife of Prince 


worth, and there is a large family of chil- 
dren by this relation. Some years ago he 
married this lady by a religious rite, though 
no civil marriage was celebrated, the Gov- 
ernment refusing to ratify it. This lady, 
who bore the title of Countess Mrmartorzs,

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trust funds and savings deposits. In order 
to promote this kind of subscriptions, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is directed to 
give every facility allowed by law for the 
conversion of postal orders, certificates of 
deposit, and United States notes into coin for 
the payment of bonds, and when necessary 
to sell coin to facilitate subscriptions.” In 
other words, the Government proposes to 
sell gold coin to the people, so that the peo- 
ple may pay the same money back agaifH for 
4 per cent bonds. This would be a foolish 
circumlocution. 

A simpler and better way for the Govern- 
ment to exchange its 4 per cent bonds for 
the savings of the people is to offer them for 
sale at par in legal-tender money. This is 
the best plan, in the first place, because it is 
the most direct. Ordinary business princi- 
ples teach that persons who have anything 
to sell should, as far as possible, remove ob- 
stacles from the way of persons who desire 
to buy. There ought to be no unn 
sary complications as between buyer and 
seller, no confusion in regard to the terms 
of the contract, and no hesitation about 
accepting any good money in exchange for 
the things sold. A buyer who is called upon 
to go through with a complicated finan- 
cial operation before he cam make a bargain 
thinks thrice about it; becomes suspicious ; 
fears there may be some hocus-pocus about 
it, and requires an argument to convince 
him that he is not being cheated. In 
simple purchase and sale it is well to have 
as little argument as possible. The pur- 
chaser should also be put to as little trouble 
as possible, either as regards the distance 
he has to go or the time he has to spend in 
completing his transaction. Subscribers to 
a popular loan should be permitted to make 
subscriptions at convenient places and in 
money with which they are familiar. The 
very words ‘‘a popular loan” convey the 
idea of aloan in the popular money,—the 
money to which the people are accustomed 
in every-day business transactions. 

Secondly, the bonds ought to be made ex- 
changeable, for legal-teuders because gold is 
now difficult to obtain und appreciated above 
its normal standard as compared with all other 
commodities. People will hesitate to invest 
in per cents at par in geld so long as gold 
commands a premium over greenbacks. If 
the premium is 8 per cent, it represents, or 
may represent in certain contingencies, the 
interest of about nine months on the invest- 
ment, The receipt of legal-tenders for 4 per 
cent bonds will, on the other hand, imsure a 
full return to the purchaser, while the loss 
to the Goverument will be inconsiderable. 
The saving of Syndicate commissions and 
the probable increase in the value of green- 
backs caused by their funding-power will in 
a short time reimburse the Government for 
the losses it may sustain at first. These 
bonds are to be issued fog long time, and 
will be mainly taken up r permanent in- 
vestment. At par in greenbacks now, they 
will fairly represent the market value of 
money to-day, and give the Government a 
loan at only an infinitesimal fraction over 4 
per cent interest in gold per annum. 


THE WAR ON THE PRESIDENT. 

If Washington rumors are to be credited, 
the general contempt with which the Cxuanp- 
LER manifesto was received will not discour- 
age the machine politicians from proceeding 
with the programme which that document 
manifestly outlined. The story goes that 
Senator Cox xxo intends to use Senator 
Hows, of Wisconsin, or Senator Jonzs, of 
Nevada, to introduce a resolution requiring 
an investigation of the Electoral count, and 
that the resolution is to be based on grave 
accusations made upon apparently good au- 
thority, involving the right of the President 
to the office held by him.” The grave ac- 
cusations” are to be found in the flatulent 


twaddle emitted by Cuanpizrn; the good 


authority” is no other than this same CHANp- 
LER in the attitude of a disappointed office- 
seeker ; and the the right of the President 
to the office he holds is not involved at all, 
because it was determined by a law of Con- 
gress, the only tribunal competent to pass 
upon the matter. This, by the way, is the 
final answer to the memorial introduced into 
the Maryland Legislature by Monraomery 
BLam, which demands the necessary legisla- 
tion for a judicial inquiry There was 3 
judicial inquiry ordered by Congress, and its 
decision was confirmed by Congress, and 
there the matter ended. 

We think there is no serious apprehension 
on any side that the Presidential controversy 
can be reopened. The good sense of the 
country will scarcely allow a few lunatics, 
aided and abetted by a few unconscionable 
politicians, to again arouse party passions 
and threaten civil strife, as was the case dur- 
ing the controversy pending the Electoral 
count. Even the spite of the disgruntled 
machine politicians does not carry them so 
far as this. They want to intimidate the 


President, if they can do so by any means at 


their command, and a threat to dislodge him 
or vitiate his title is about the last card they 


can play in their game of “‘ bluff.” They may 
go so far as to follow up the irresponsible ru- 
mors which CHANDLER formulated intoastate- 
ment, with the hope of smirching some men 
like Jon Suerman, Stanuxy Martruews, 
and Gen. Gar, and forcing them 
into counseling the President to yield 
to the “bulldozing” element. But 
Messrs. Sazrman, Matrugws, and Gar 
are not the men to scare so easily, or else 
the country has mistaken them. But if cer- 
tain of the President's friends and advisers 
should be terrified into giving him bad ad- 
vice, there is little danger that he would fol- 
low it; for to surrender now into the hands 
of the machine politicians would bring 
greater infamy upon him than to sacrifice his 
office and retire into private life as a result 
of the machinations of an unscrupulous 


cabal. 

This whole movement, whether large or 
small, formidable or insignificant, is simply 
an effort to compel President Hayvzs to aban- 
don the Cincinnati platform on which he 
was elected, the pledges of his letter of ae- 
‘eeptance by which he is morally bounden, 
and his rights under the Constitution of the 
United States which he is sworn to maintain. 
Nobody can be deceived by any other motive 

Conxiina has been represented as 


having actually prepared a speech, pending 


the decision of the Electoral Commission, 


candidate. It he believed, then, that Hares 


| was not entitled to the office, why did he not 


launch his thunderbolt at that time? Was 
he restrained by the hope that he might still 
manipulate a large share of the offices? Is 
it his disappointment in this respect, also, 
that now prompts him to protest against the 
title as fraudulent which he then supported 
as valid? Oan a man in such a position hope 
to secure the respect or attention of the 
country? As it is with Conxurya, so it is in 
a greater or less degree with all the other 
politicians, especially Burter and Bratux, 
who think of joining him in this forlora 
hope to capture the Government patronage. 

The Maryland memorial prepared by 
Montoomery Brae just at this time indi- 
cates that there is some understanding be- 
tween the Implacables on the Republican 
side and the Bulldozers on the Democratic 
side that they shall pull together im 
the new attack on Hares’ title. If 
this is so, then they have entered into 
just the sort of compact which they charge 
that Harzs’ friends made in order to secure 
his inauguration, and which in that case they 
denounce as infamous. But these sore- 
head Republicans will be most likely de- 
ceived in any hopes they may cherish as to 
Democratic co-operation in this matter. 
The Democrats may, for party purposes, en- 
courage @ breach between the President and 
certain of the Republican leaders, for the 
more irreconcilable such a difference shall 
become, the more it will contribute to Demo- 
cratic advantage ; but they will not go to the 
length of a conspiracy to unseat President 
Hares. It is doubtful whether, with their 
present estimate of Mr. Titpey, they 
would consent to exchange Haves for Tu- 


pen, but it is certain that they will not be 


hoodwinked into a conspiracy to force Presi- 
dent Harzs to give way to Vice-President 
Warmn. This will be the aim of the 
Corzine scheme, if it shall be carried out, 
for it will be noticed that no attack is threat- 
ened upon the constitutionality of the Elect- 
oral Commission nor the validity of its de- 
cision, but merely upon the methods said to 
have been employed by Hayzs and certain of 


his friends to secure a confirmation of the 


decision. That is to say, the Cox effort 
is to impeach Hares’ conduct, which, if suc- 
cessful, could only result in the succession 
of Warmn; the Democratic leaders have 
been in politics too long to be caught in any 
such trap as this. 

The whole affair resolves itself into the 
desperate and unquenchable thirst for con- 
trol of the Government patronage. No re- 
sort will be left untried to wheedle or bully 
President Hares into surrendering his con- 
stituticnal prerogative into the hands of the 


politicians, who have grown by practice to 
regard the prerogative as their own. If 
President Hares would consent to become 
an enrolling-clerk to do their bifiding, this 
**cruel war would be over, as far as they 
are concerned; so long as he shall refuse to 
degrade his office and humiliate himself in 
this fashion, he may expect to be harassed 
in every way that political experience and 
human ingenuity can suggest. Nothing is 
more certain, we believe, than that Harzs 
will not yield. The cabal arrayed against 
him may drive him out of sheer necessity 
to look for his support to the Democratic 
majority in Congress; but, if it come to this, 
the blame for the resultant injury to the 
Republican party will be upon Conxzine 
and his tools,—not upon President Harzs 
and his advisers. 


SUMNER ON NATIONAL PLEDGES. 

Prof. Sumwer, in his anti-silver lecture on 
Monday night, made the bold and unqualified 
assertion that the debt of the United States 
was made payable in gold, that the na- 
tional faith was pledged to its payment in 
gold, and that it would be national and per- 
sonal dishonor not to redeem that pledge 
both in spirit and letter. That we may not 
do him injastice, we give his statement in 


his own words. He said: 

The only proposition up for discussion includes 
in tnis connection the public debt, and proposes to 
withdraw the solemn pledge which was made in 
regaca to the public debt, that the duties should be 
collected in gold, and tnat the gold so ined 
should be saved and copes to paying the interest 
and principal of that de Now, if ever a nation 
wade a promise that was surrounded and guaran- 
teed by all the solemnities that can be given to leg- 
isiative and national acts, that was one. If any man 
had ventured at that time to doubt that this people 
would keep their word and do what they said 
they would, he would have been scouted and 
branded as 4 traitor from one end of the country to 
the other; but here is this proposition smoothiy 
and casily made, and brought before the country 
now, entailing all the consequences that belong to 
a violation of the public credit. 


The direct reference is made by him to the 
act of Feb. 25, 1862, in which it is provided:

Now, we submit that the assertion so dog- 
matically made by Mr. Sumnes, that there 
was a solemn pledge to pay principal and in- 
terest in gold,“ is not true, but is explicitly 
contradicted by the express letter of every 
law of the United States on the subject. 
For a gentleman professing to speak as an 
expert, and one who declared that no person 
knew more about the matter than he did, the 
statement was equal to many others made by 
him in the way of a carelessness as to truth 
which it would be indecorous to attribute to 
gnorance.

MUNICIPAL DEBTS. 

We print elsewhere a paper read before 
the American Social Science Congress yes- 
terday at Boston, by Ronxnr P. Porrzn, up- 
on the question mainly of municipal indebt- 
edness. The information which he presents 
is not particularly new, but is somewhat 
more comprehensive than the statistics here- 
tofore given, as he has obtained oflicial state- 
ments of indebtedness from 130 cities so 
situated geographically as to represent the 
whole United States. The results of his in- 
vestigation may be briefly stated: The mu- 
nicipal debt of these cities in 1866 was 
$221,312,000; in 1876 it was $644,378,663, 
showing an increase of $423,066,663, av- 
oraging $42,000,000 per year. Upon this 
basis he estimates that the United Stateg has 
to-day a debt of $1,000,000,000, or half the 
amount of the national debt, which is in the 


nature of a mortgage of. 15 per cent on the 


value of the property of the taxpayers. At the 
present rate of increase, in another decade 
the mortgage will reach the sum of 25 per 
cent of the assessed valuation. We do not 
need to go any further into the details 
of the indebtedness, although Mr. Por- 
Ter makes exhaustive analyses and very 
extensive applications of his figures in their 
relation to the subsidiary questions of taxa- 
tion and population as affecting indebted- 
ness. Tux Tame has done all this over 
and over again. ‘There is no disposition in 
any quarter to deny the enormous increase 
of indebtedness, the corrupt operations and 
the organized system of plunder practiced 
by city rings of all dimensions from Twxxp's 
down, or the startling fact that the cities 
thus heavily mortgaged can show no sub- 
stantial equivalent for their debt. The 
money has been criminally wasted, quan- 
dered upon rings, eaten up in contracts, 
divided among officials, flung away upon 
experiments and useless improvements, —iu 
plain language, the debt represents public 
plunder, and what have these cities to show 
for it? Mr. Porter very well says: Noth- 
ing but badly-paved streets; illy-constructed 
public buildings » vast parks, the very shade- 
trees of which have indelibly stamped npon 
them the word steal; railway adventures 
that have proved a damage rather than a 
benefit; gas rings whose only object seems 
plunder ; and city officials whose only object 
seems to be to play into the hands of the 
bummer element with a view to ‘next 
spring’s clection.'” 

All these items, statistics, and results of 
municipal indebtedness, although they are 
very carefully prepared and very forcibly 
stated by Mr. Porrzr, are familiar to the 
readers of Tue Trisunz. They will look 
with more interest to the remedies he pro- 
poses for this infamous condition of munic- 
ipal finances, with the hope that they may 
be practical. We fear, however, they will 
be doomed to disappointment, and that if 
municipal indebtedness is to continue on the 
increase until Mr. Porter's remedies can be 
applied, it is bound, like the brook, to go on 
forever. His remedies are two in number. 
He suggests either the absolute disfran- 
chisement of the non-taxpaying population 
or the election of a second body of men by 
the heavy taxpayers of a city to represent 
the property interests and curtail the reck- 
less disbursement of the public funds.”

JOHN T. CUTTING. 


The Adventures of a Well Known 
Chicago Fraud. | 


After Robbing His Creditors He 
to South America. 


Caught in the Tidal Wave and Subaque- 
ous Volcanic Eruptions. 


His Capture in San Francisco and Release 
on Bail, 


It is somewhere remarked in the good book that 
the way of the transgressoris hard.” This ts 
eminently exemplified in the case of John T. Cut- 
ting, who, it will be remembered, absconded in 
1876 to Canada, leaving behind bim creditors 
whom he had swindled to the extent of $39, 000. 
Cutting bad once lived in Salt Lake City. In this 
benign home of the Mormon he succeeded in ac- 
cumulating some $20, 000, which he afterwards lost 
in Chicago. He hada wife but no ehildren, and 
was diessed with a father-in-law named 
Ezra Martin, who lives in Council Bluffs, 
Iowa. While in Salt Lake City 
Cutting made the acquaintance of one J. Barnes 
and wife, and with these two families this article 
will have to do and recite a true tale of some very 
queer adventures, which go to show that Ill - gotten 
wealth cannot always be kept even after the pos- 
sessor has gone through the most extraordinary 
hafdships and perils. 

In 1875 the firm of Cutting & Ellsworth was 
started as dealers in coal, and they opened a yard 
at the corner of Kinzie and Green strects. The 
copartnership did not last long, as Ellsworth found 
his partner anything but square in his dealings. 
Previous to that, John T. Cutting had been in 
partnership with one Bittinger in the fruit busi- 
ness, which aid not pan out well. The coal and 
fruit business had used up Cutting's wealth, and 
be was in a sad quandary how to regain bis 
money. 

J. Barnes and his wife owned a house at 1620 
South Dearborn street, and Cutting afterwards 
purchased a house in hie wife's name at 1143 
Michigan avenue, where he resided for some 
time. 

In 1876—the great Centennial year—John T. 
Cutting perfected his swindling scheme. He was 
going into the coal business. In this connection it 
might be well to state justa bit of scandal that 
comes incidental to this story. Cutting had been 
married for some years, but the union had not 
been blessed with any children. According to the 
testimony of certain witnesses, one day Mra. C. 
feignea sickness, a doctor was called. and, lo and 
vehold, next day the friends were allowed to see a 
2-months-old baby, which had been procured at 
the Foundlings’ Home. 18 

When Cutting conceived the idea of raising the 
wind, be went tothe house of his friend Barnes 
and induced that family totake care of bis house 
while he went East to purchase sterk. and also 
take his wife to have a look at the Centennial Ex- 
position. On his way to Philadelphia he stopped 
at Buffalo, N. Y. ere he went to the firm of 
Simpeon & Dennis, of whom he wanted to pur- 
chase alotof coal on long credit. The firm was 
willing to sell, but they also wanted a statement of 
Cutting’s financial! Here . Barnes 
came to the rescue, ished mortgages 
to certain lands in Kentucky, and Cutting was 
thus enabled to show securities of a value on their 
face of some $20.800. Things went on swim-

Hav- 
got possession of this 
cash, one N Cutting packed up 
and the next day found him in Canada, a fugitive 
from justice. s soon as hissudden departure was 
noted the creditors clamped down, and Mr. J. G. 
Sherman was appointed Assignee. This gentle- 
man was unable to discover any tangible assets, 
bat he was determined to sce justice done though 
the heavens fell. Mr. Sherman donned his war- 
int, and he started on the trail of thethief. B. 
„Campbell was United States Marshal then, and 
he deputized the Assignee to arrest Cutting if he 
could find him anywhere, and bring him k to 
Chicago if he could. Mr. Sherman started out 
and discovered that his man was in Windsor, 
Can., that home of American crooks, opposite De- 
troit. Here Mr. Sherman eaw Cutting, and the 
latter becoming very confidential, made an admis- 
sion that he was going to leave and start life anew 
in California. The result was that one fine day 
Cutting found himself in the common jail of Sand- 
wich, waiting to be extradited across the border. 
Cutting had a faithful wife, who was a willing and 
helpful partner in all his experiences. Cutting 
was tried in Canada, and a case fully made out 
against him. The morning of the 2ist of 
March, 1877, found his cell empty. The 
ae and thief had escaped during the previous 
U t 


amount 


. While in Canada, with his plethoric puree, 
Cutting endeavored to compromise with his credit- 
ors, he being under the advice of Mr. J. F. Seay, 
who was bis attorney here. 

After his escape from the Sandwich Jail, Cutting 
came into this country again by way of Michigan 
City. Ind., and proceeded at once to the Barnes 
residence ov South Dearborn avenue. He 
was in disguise,. and had his wife with 
him, who had the money in seven different 
packages, — 25 in olled-silkk and linen 
and sewed into her bustle. He i:apped N 
house at 9 o'eloek in the evening. Mrs. Barnes 
alone was at bome, and he begged her for God's 
sake to conceal him, that the officers of the law 
were after him. Mrs. Barnes pleaded that her 
husband was not at home, but Cutting insisted upon 
a the house anyway. Mrs. Cutting came 
over about 11 o'clock the same night. That time 
was chosen for a consultation between the two 
families, and Cuttig concluded that the best 
place for him to to was Callao, Pern, 
where extradition treaties have no force, and 
where all is gold that glitters. He then 
offered Barnes one-half of his money if the latter 
would conceal him in the house until such time as 
he was ready to leave. Final arrangements for 

ing to Callao were completed, and April 5, 1877, 
Futtt left for New Orleans, where he was to 
meet Barnes, wife, and daughter, and his own 
wife and adopted child, where they were to take 
sail together. When Cutting arrived at the Cres- 
ent City he found that there was no steamer that 
sailed from there «ven to Aspinwal, and he tele- 
graphed to his companions to to New York, 
where he would meet them, they would sail 
from that port. The Barnes family and Mrs. 
Cutting and child put up at the 
Astor House, where Barnes registered as 
** Burne” and Mrs. 2 8 as Ella J. Burns. 
and they were given adjoining rooms. Here Cut- 
ting, met , and he appealed once more to 
Barnes to keep him out of the clutches of the law. 
The latter went down to the steamer upon which 
they were to sail and gave the stewart $25

until the time of sasling. In the Astor House Mrs. 
Cutting went into Barnes’ room, where she took 
off her bustle, and from its mysterious nets 
dragged the $39,000, which she han bim to

It might be stated here that, though Cutting had 
given is father-in-law the judgment notes, and 
arranged to transfer his property to him when 

the proper moment arrived, he was afraid to trust 
the old man, and scooted out himself. While m 
jai) at Sandwich. Cutting sent some blank deeds to 
J. F. Asay, which be asked to have filled in and 
acknowledged, transferring away certain of bis 
real estate, so that he could better cheat his crea- 


tors. 

But coming back to the thread of the story. In 
good time tbe steamer cleared from New York, 
and once outside of Sandy Hook, Cutting came from 
his place of concealment and mixed with tne 
other passengers. Cutting et al. weut to Aspin- 
wall, and from there crossed the Isthmus to Pan- 
ama, and from there took steamer down the South 
American coast. 

Once arrived on Peruvian soll, the party breathed 
freer. Liberty and prosperity looked them in the 
face for the time being, Cutting was well ac- 
quainted with Henry Meiygs, who was then still 
prosperous, and he was going in to get a contract 
for building railroads, and, with this end in view, 
they had contracted to 41 — thirteen miles to 
start on. Then came fortune. Cutting con- 
tracted the native malarial fever, and he was con- 
sequently iaid up for repairs. While he was lying 
sick in hie chamber, in July of last year, 
an Enziis rushed in and told them to 
fiee for dear life, that the tidal-wave was coming.

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SILVER AGITATION. 


SILVER IN IOWA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Momzs, Ia., Jan. 7.—Eastern money- 
lenders, who have been for the past year send- 
ing money to the West to loan on farm-mort- 
gages, have notified their agents to loan no 
more money unless the borrower agrees to pay 
the interest in gold. Some of these agencies 
have contracts executed in all the georgeous- 
ness Of a Government bond, with interest- 
coupons attached, which are snap-judgment 
mortgage, when matters come to the pinch. 
In Cherokee County there is a strong Anti- 
Greenback party, and a corresponding Hard- 
Money or Silver party. There the money- 
lenders have withdrawn their agencies, 
notifying the old agents that they can 
have no more money to loan to 
people who have no 0Obetter idea 
of justice than to borrow greenbacks, which 
now happen to be nearly par, and pay in silver. 
There can be no mistake in the object of this 
move, and it is fully confirmed by the concert of 
action among the loan-associations. The West, 
and especially lowa, demands the remonetiza- 
tion of silver. These Shylocks hope, by this 
withdrawal of their money, to intimidate the 
people into a withdrawal of their demand for 


silver. Never did they make a greater mistake, 

so far at least as Iowa is concerned. The Hawk- 

eyes do not scare worth aceut, and this attem 

to bulldoze the people and control legislation 

Congress on the Silver bill will only in- 

tensify the demand for it; the West

not be cornered. The poor man’s money will 
then be as good as that of the rich man, labor 
will receive its full equivalent, business will re- 
vive, and confidence be restored t the 
eountry. There is no doubt Mr. Cummings 
represents the masses of his constituents.

A gentieman who is interested in cribbing corn 
at no less than fifteen diferent points, most of 
them in this State, says that none of his associates 
report the corn to be im bad condition for cribbing.

If it be dry, the corn can be 
stored more cheaply in a shelled form, or sold, as 
the owner may desire. 

Track-corn that could be shipped over the Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne, and the Michigan Southern 
Roads, was in good demand yesterday by shippers, 
while Michigan Central corn met with little favor.

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THE FALLACY OF STATE INTERFERENCE. 
Unless by constitutional enactment experi: 
ence has taught us that very much cannot be 
accomplished by State interference. Tinke 
the laws at Albany saddled on to New York 
City a debt of $149,000,000; Boston with its 
debt of upwara of $42,000,000 has not been nor 
cannot be saved by the State Legislature: nor 
will all the collective wisdom of Harrisburg 
save Pittsburg the disgrace of ruined credit, 
unpaid interest, and an enormous debt, nor as- 
sist Philadelphia to pay the $06,000,000 that it 
owes. With figures before them showing that 
ton was more heavily in debt per capita than 
auy city of the country, the Common Council 
deliberately ordered an. increase of its debt, 
while the taxpayers ot New York are having 
another web woven around them with Boas 
Kelly instead of Boss Tweed as the bioated 
spider.

THE POWER OF COMMON COUNCILS. 

To further illustrate the immense power of 
the Common Councils of cities, so far as dis- 
posing of the public money is concerned, it is 
only necessary to remember in passing that the 
State of New York spends only $2 per capita 
per year for carrying on the Government of the 
State; Massachusetts, with its wasteful extrava- 
gance and unequaled State institutions, only 
$4.50 per head; IIIinois, with its numerous im- 


provements and éxpensive State-House, only 


$1.10; and the State of Missouri, with its debt 
of $17,000,000, less than $1. Here we have it:

When our taxpayers compare the money 
handled by the General Assemblies of the State 
with that handled by the Common Councig they 
can better understand the weight of the joke 
that has been imposed upon them by the chosen 
idols who robbed them. The pertinent question 
asked by Secretary Evarts is now beiore the 
people of the United States: “Shall we have 
another idolatry ‘for the purpose of another 
robbery, that we may be like the ass that 
Ezekiel was compared to—bowed down between 
two burdens instead of one? 

WHAT HAVE THE CITIES TO SHOW FOR IT? 

Having before us a general idea of the vast 
extent of these municipal debts, the next ques- 
tion that naturally arises is, What have the cities 
to show for all thig expenditure? Beginning at 
the metropolis of the country we find that from 
1840 to 1850 the debt had increased 20 per cent, 
the next — 2 50 per cent. In 
1870 in was upward of 878.000.000, an increase 
ot nearly 400 per cent. In the last six years 
$30, 000, more Has been added, which increase 
is largely attrijutable to the funding 
of a preceding \floating debt, a legacy 
bequeathed by the ring,. and which should 
more correctly be added tothe statement in 1870. 
For all this expeniliture New York has little or 
nothing to show: The Commission said this 
vast sum was abundantly sufficient for the con- 
struction of all the public works of à great me- 
tropolis for a ceptury to come, abd. to have 
adorned it besides with the splendors of archi- 
tecture and art. Instead of this, the wharves 
and piers are, for the most part, temporary and 
perishable structures; the streets are poorly 
paved; the sewersin a great meagure imper- 
fect, insufficient, dnd in bad order; the public 
buildings shabby and inadequate, and there. is 
little which the citizen can regard with satisfac- 
tion, save the aqueduct and its appurtenances, 
anda public park. Even these should not be 
said to be the product of the public debt; for 


the expense occasioned by them is, or should 


bave been, for the most part, already extin- 
guished. In truth, the public debt of the City 
of New York, or the larger part of it, repre- 
sents a vast aggregate of 
MONEY WASTED, BMBEZZLED, OR MISAPPLIED. 
What applies to New York applies in a lesser 
degree to other American citics. Baltimore, 
Boston, and Philadelphia are in a res ble 
condition, but nothing to boast of. e great 
fire and peculiar lpcation of Chicago may, per- 
haps, excuse it from tooh criticism. But 
what can the other citics with enormous debts 
say in explanation! Look at them. What has 
Cincinnati to show for $23,000,000 of debt; 
Brooklyn for upward of $35,000,000; Cleveland 
for upward of $7,000,000; Elizabeth for upward 
of 000,000; Jersey City for nearly $14,000,- 
000; Louisville for upward of $10,000,000; 
New Orleans for nearly $28,000,000; Newark for 
nearly $9,000,000; Portiand for $6,000,000; 
Pittsburg for upward of $14,000,000; Provi- 
dence for nearly $10,000,000; St. Louis for u 
wards of $16,000,000; Washington for $25,000, - 
000!—and so on we might go through a long and 
growing column of money recklessly and even 
criminally expenddd. What have these cities to 
show for these debts? What have the cities of 
the United States to show for theirdebt of a 
billion dollars! Nothing but badly paved 
streets; illy constructed public buildings; vast 
arks, the very shade trees of which have in- 
Gelibi) stamped upon them 
THE WORD ‘STEAL.”’ 
Railway adventures that have proved a dam- 
age rather than a benefit; gas rings whose only 
object seems plunder; and city officials whose 
ouly object seemed to be to play into the hands 
of the bummer element, with a view to “ next 
spring’s election.” Such, in fact, is not an 
overdrawa picture of the average American mu- 
nicipality. The Supreme Court of this country 
has frequeut iy decided that a municipality is a 
subservlent branch of the State Government, 
and its laws may be char within the copsti- 
tutional limits. Nomin this is true. ac 
tically the reverse is true. Instead of the State 
controlling the municipality, the municipality 
too frequently controls the State. The Mayor 
of a large city is a “bigger man” than 
the Governor himself, while bis Alder- 
manic highness stretches his legs under the 
green baize of the committee table, and looks 
down with unqualified contempt upon a mem- 
ber of the State Legisiature. ' 
POWERS Of MUNICIPALITIES AND STATS. 
This is nothing to be wondered at when we 
take into consideration the respective power of 
State and municipality. The interest of the 
municipal debt of the City of New York, to say 
nothing of the edormous cost of running the 
Government, is millions of dollars more than 
the total appropriation for 0 on the Goy- 
ernment of the State. be handful of 
men *assembled in the City-Halls of Chi- 
cago, Cmcinnati, or Philadelphia vote 
away more than treble the amount of 
the people's mopeyinone year than do 
tour or five hundred members of the General 
Assembly assembjed at Springfield, Columbus, 
or Harrisburg. . to more forcibly call atten- 
tion to this 3 [ have taken pains to 
an extensive table showing the debt, valuatio 
and annual expenses of the different States o 
the Union, which is presented and forms part 
of this paper.

of the War, a statement the facts herewith pre- 
sented do not out, as it has been clearly 
shown that over four hundred willions of 
this indebtedness has been contracted since 1866, 
after the War had closed two vears. is local 
indebtedness now becoming the worst evil of 
the times was caused by the excitement of 
abundant money, for, strange as it may appear, 
people seem to rush mto debt at the very time 
the curréncy is least valuable. In the large 
table showing the financial condition of 130 
cities it will be observed tha; the four elements, 
tne comparison of which givés us correct con- 
clusions on the subject, namely, the debt. the 
valuation of property, che annual tax-levy, and 
the population. The aggregation of these ele- 
ments show: (a) That debt bas increased in ten 
years at the fate of 200 per cent; (0) 
that the annual tax has increased at 
the rate of 83 per cent; (e) that 
the valuation of property has increased at the | 
rate of 75 per cent; (d) that the population has 
increased at the rate of 83 per cent. Population 
and value of property have by no means kept~ 
pace with debt and annual expenditures. 
HOW POPULATION AFEBCTS DEST, 

These investigations'also show that the more 
dense the population the larger the debt. To 
more especially call attention to this phase of 
the debt problem, twelve of the largest cities on 
the continent have been seiected from the table, 
and their debt, valuation, tax-ievy, and popula- 
tion computed separately. The cities taken 
were New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, Baltimoré, San Francisco, 
New Orleans, Brooklyn, Louisvilie, and Pitts- 
burg, with the following aggregate results:

The 
municipality exercises no such power or control 
over those within its area. It can lock them up 
if they are disorderly. and detain them if they 
steal until the State takes charge of them, but 
further than this the municipality is a business 
corporation, and should be managed as such

In the first table, representing the dozen large 
cities, we find debt increasing at the enormous 
rate of 187 per cent in ten years; ip the second 
table, representing the twelve smaller cities, 
the rate of increase is nearly 90 per cent less, or 
08 percent. In the 12 re cities valuation in- 
creased but 74 per cent? in the smaller, 121 per 
cent. Of course the rate of increase in nopula- 
tion was higher. In the large cities the amount 
of debt per capita of the population is $80.50; in 
the smaller cities only 50, and yet it must be 
remembered the proportion of the proprietors 
or taxpayers to the whole population is much 
larger in the latter than inthe former. Here 
is the summary of the investigation:

DEBTS GEOGRAPHICALLY CONSIDERED. 
Geographically considered, the bulk of munic- 
ipal debt is located in the Eastern States, and 
the State debt in the Southern States. If the 
180 cities may be taken as fairly representing 
the United States geographically, we find that 
New York State carries about $205,000.000, 
Massachusetts upward of $92,000,000, Pennsy!- 
vania $82,000,000. New Jersey upward of 
000,000, and Maine nesriy $8,000 000, —m ak - 
ing a total of about $417,000,000, and leaving by 
far the lightest proportion for the great West- 
ern States. The State debts of the East are 
very heavy as compared with the West, as will 
be seen by the following tables:

A NIGHT OF THE RHAMAZAN. 

(Translated from the French of Theophiie Gautier, for 
The Iribune, by Emma Stanley.] 

The idea of promenading from 8 until 1 o’clock 
at night in Pere La Chaise, or in the Cemetery 
of Montmartre, would appear very singular and 
¢adaverously romantic to Parisians; but, in 
Constantinople, graveyards are peculiariy at- 
tractive to pleasure-seekers. Ihe Boulevard de 
Grand of Pera is situated on the summit of a 
hill occupied by the Petit Champ des Morts; 
and, if you can imagine yourself seated on the 
balcony of Tortoni, with thousands of tombs 
and monuments gleaming before you in the 
moonligut, under groups of cypress-trees, some 
idea of this Turkish pleasure-resort may be 
realized. A slight railing, overturned in many 
places, forms a line of demarkation between the 
joyous promenade and the City of the Dead, 
along which are arranged tables and chairs for 
the convenience of the sherbet-and-coffee-drink- 
ers and consumers of eatables. This line ex- 
tends from one end of the terrace to the other, 
and, beyond, makes a turn where it joins the 
Grand Champ des Morts back of Pera. 

Hideous houses of five and six stories, of the 
bourgeois style of architecture (an amiable 
melange of the barrack and cotton-mill order), 
border the causeway on one side, and enjoy an 
admirable view, of which they are unworthy 
It is true these houses are considered the hand- 
somest in Constantinople, and Pera is full of 
them. They are, in fact, of the most modern 
and civilized ugliness; but it is just to state 
that, with their white facades gleaming in the 
moonlight, they assume an imposing appear- 
ance, 

At each end of the terrace is a cafe-concert in 
open air, conducted by Bohemians, whose Ger- 
man waltzes and Italian-operatic airs add to the 
gavety of this promenade bordered by tombs. 

Crowds continug to advance lu the space left 
free by those who are eating and drinking at 
the tables, and, with some modification in the 
coiffure of the women, these are generally 
d in European style. The voung gentle- 
men resemble those in the engravings of Jules 
David a l’avant dernier gout, and can only be 
distinguished from elegant Parisians by the 
novelty of their attire,—a_ little. too 
crude; they do not follow the. fashion, 
—they outrun it. Every article of their 
dress is stamped by a celebrated clothier 
of the Rue Richelieu or the Rue de la Paix; 
their shirts are from the establishment of Lami 
Housset, their canes from Verdier, their hats 
from Bandoni, and their gloves from Jouvin. 
The Orient is not recalled in this reunion, ex- 
cepting by the Greeks in their picturesque cos- 
tumes, Armenians in red calottes with black 
silk tassels, and Turkish officers on horseback, 
followed by their pipe-bearers. 

The evening of which I speak was — an- 
mated. The Rhamazan had commenced with 
the new moon, whose appearance above Olym- 
pus of Bithynia, watched for by pious astrolo- 
gers, and proclaimed throughout all the Em-

sun,—ot which the precise instant is indicated 
by firing a cannon,—the Koran forbids the par- 
taking of any food, even of the lightest de- 
scription; smoking is also prohibited; and to 
quench the most ardent thirst py a drop 
of water would beacrime. But, from sunset 
to sunrise, every indulgence is permitted, and 
ample compensation is made for the privations 
of the day. The Turkish city is en fete. From 
the promenade of the graveyard above described 
a marvelous spectacle unfolds before the sight. 
On the other side, from the Golden Horn, Con- 
stautinople gieams like a crown of rubies of an 
Emperor of the Orient. The minarets and 
domes are wreathed in light; and, runniag from 
spire to spire) flaming words from the Koran 
are inscribed on the azure, as on the pages of a 
holy book suspended in the heavens. Saint 
Sophia, Sultan Achmet, Yeni-Djami, the 
Suleimanieh, and all the temples of Allah from 
Serai-Bouruon to the hilis of Eyoub, gieam in 
splendor, and prociaim in flery words the for- 
mula of Islam. Thecrescent of the moon ac- 
companied by a star seemed like the emblem of 
the Empire on a celestial standard. The waters 
multiplied the reflections of these millions of 
lights, aud seemed to roll with torrents of gems. 
Imigination generally exceeds reality; here 
reality is beyond the dream. The tal 
Arabian Nights offer nothing 80 fairy-like;

From the above table it is observed that in 
eight Wergern States comprising a population 
of neasty 15,000,000 we have a State debt of only 
$37, boo, or about $2.80 per capita; whvreas 
the eight great Eastern States, beside carrying 
the vast bulk of the municipal debt of the 
United States, are bowed down with a State 
debt of nearly $95,000,000. This debt amounts, 
according to the census of 1870, to very nearly 
88 capita, which, combined with a municipal 
debt varying from $15 to $29 per capita, makes a 
yoke for citizens of large Eastern cities almost 
unbearable.

With these facts and figures before us, who

Following the Bosphorous, we skirted tne 
shores of Europe, all spangied with light, and 
bordered with summer-palaces of Viziers and 
Pashas, designated by 1 figures in 
fire, and arrived opposite the Palace My Schira- 
gan, where the name of the Sultan gleamed in 
fire on the facade. By means of an open door, 
we perceived the Padishat and his grand off. 
cers moving about with pious contortions, 
amidst the fllumination of myriads of candles: 
while sounds of nasal psalmody at intervale feli 
upon our ears. Proceeding thence, our boat 
moved in position to enable us to eee the Asiat- 
ic shore, where Scutari’s illuminated 
mosques joomea up im grandeur in front 
of the funereal foliage of cypress-trees, which 
formed a sombre-hued drapery in the back- 
ground. Entering the Golden Horn, we stopped 
at the Point Serai-Bournon, where the Pashas 
and other high personages were leaving their 
long barks with golden prows, to mount the 
8D horses which were awaiting toem ou 
the quay. These were magnificently capari- 
soned, and held by negroes in gay attire. On 
our way we crossed the court of Yeni-Djami, 
surrounded by a gallery of antique columns in 
sapere Arabian style, all silvered by the moon- 
light, and bathed in soft blue shadows. Under 
these arcades many groups, of mendicants were 
sleeping with the tranquillity of persous who 
are at bome, as all Mussulmans who have po 
asylum cab slumber without fear on the steps 
of mosques.. 

As this fete would end with the first ray of 
dawn, and I was obliged to preceed from Top- 
Hane to Pera, it seemed time to commence the 
unpleasant exercise of ascending the bill which 
conducted to my lodging, us a little repose was 
necessary after the physical fatigue and mental 
excitement of the nigut.

CIVIL SERVICE IN CHINA. 

We make the following extract from Dr. 
Field's new book, From Egypt to Japan: 

One thing which offers a very curious study 
we found in the Examination-Hall,—illustrat- 
ing, as it does, the Chinese manner of elevating 
men to office. We hear much in this country 
of ‘ Civil-Service reform,’ which some innocent- 
ly suppose to be a new discovery in political 
economy,—an American invention. But the 
Chinese have bad it for 1,000 years. Here ap- 
pointments to office are made as the result of a 
competitive examination; and, although there 
may be secret favoritism and bribery, yet the 
theory is one of perfect equality. In this re- 
spect China is the most absolute democracy in 
the world. There is no hereditary rank or 
order of nobilitv; the lowest menial, if he has 
native talent, may raise himself by study and 
perseverence to be Prime-Minister of the Em- 


pire. 

In the eastern quarter of Canton is an in- 
closure of many acres, laid off in a manner 
which betokens some unusual pur The 
ground is divided by a succession of long, low 
buildings, not much better than horse-sheds 
around a New-Evgland meeting house of the 
olden time. They run in parallel lines, like 
barracks for a — and are divided into com 
artments. Once iu three vears this vast cam p- 
n¢g- ud vresecnts an extraordinary spectacle 
for then are gathered in these courts, from all 
parts of the province, some 10,000 candidates, 
all of whom have previously passed a first ex- 
amination and received a degree, and pow ap- 
pear to compete for a second. Some are young, 
and some are old, for there is no limit put upon 
age. As the candidates present themselves, 
each man is searched, to see that he has no 
books or helps of any sort concealed upon his 
person; and then put into a stall about 
three feet wide, just large enough to turn 
around ig, and as large as a prisoner's 
cell. Thereis a niche in the wall, in which a 
board can be placed for him to sit upon; and 
another niche to support a board that has to 
serve as a breakfast-table and writing-tabie. 
This is the furniture of his room. Here he is 
shut in from all communication with the world, 
—his food being passed to him through an 
opeuing in the door, as toa prisoner. Certain 
themes are then submitted to him in writing, 
ou which he is to furnish written essays, in- 
tended generally, perhaps always, to determine 
his knowledge of the Chinese classics. It is 
sometimes said that these are frivolous ques- 
tions, the answers to which afford no proof 
whatever of one’s capacity for office; but it 
should be rememherei that these classics are 
the writings of Confucius, which are the politi- 
cal ethics of the country, the very foundation 
of the Government, without knowing which one 
is not qualified to take part in the administra- 


tion. 

“The candidate goes into his cell in the 
afternoon, and spénds the night there, which 
gives him time for reflection, and the next day 
and the next night, when he comes out, and 
alter afew days is put ip again for another trial 
of the same character; and this is repeated a 
third time; at the end of which he is released 
from solitary confinement, and his essays are 
submitted for examination. Of the 10,000, only 
seventy-five can obtain a degree,—not one in 
100! The 9,925 must go back disappointed, their 
only consolation being that after three years 
they can try again. Even the successful ones 
do not thereby get an office, but only the right 
to enter for a third competition, taking place 
at Peking, by which, of course, their ranks are 
thinned still more. The few getting through 
this three-fold ordea] take a high place in the 
literary or learned class, from which all appoint- 
ments to the public service are made. ere is 
the examination complete. No trial can be 
imagined so severe, and it ought to cive the 
Chinese the best Civil Service on earth.

IN TROUBLE. 
WELLS & FAULENER. 

Rumors were current in business circles yester- 
day taat the well-known wholesale grocers, Wells 
& Faulkner, located at No 61 South Water street, 
were embarrassed. and likely to fail. The house 
is one of the oldest in the city, and the announce- 
ment was received with feelings of surprise and 
regret. With a view of learning something def- 
nite regarding the flying reports, a representative 
of Tus Tsun visited the store, and in the 
course of a conversation with the members of the 
firm obtained their side of the situation. Mr. 
Wells said they been notified at 
noon of the Mer- 

Trust Company 
entered upon a note, the 
the reporter understood Mr. 
Wells to say—was $5,000. The house was not in- 
solvent, and could pay the note, which would ma- 
ture Saturday. He had lately called upon Solo- 
mon Smith, the President of the bank above in- 
dicated, and endeavored to obtain an extention of 
the note, but pending pegotiations he had received 
notice from the Cashicr. He thought the bank was 
too hastily in the premises, and seemed impressed 
with the belief that it was a little panicxy, aad 
had not much confiden¢e in many of the wholesale 
grocery merchants. Theirs was the old- 
est unchanged wholesale firm in 
Chicago, having deen in business 
twenty-eight years, and they had always promptly 
settied their bills and pever refused the payment 
of any obligations. He had dealt with Mr. Smith 
for eighteen years, and had never in all that time 
had any financial diflichity, therefore he could not 
understand why they should be pressed 80 hard in 
so short a space of time. The reporter asked him 
if he bad endeavored to obtain an cxtension and 
he said be had, but following the negotiations 
came the notice that jadzgment would be entered. 
During the month of September the firm had done 
a largg business, but when the country roads became 
so bad and there was an almost total suspension 
of trade in the rural djstrict, very little was done. 
and collections were dimcult. e could not tell 
how matters would c@)minate until to-day. Of 
one thing they had béen assured—they had plenty 
of friends who stood ready to assist them if they 
required it. 

Mr. Faulkner infotmed the reporter that the 
judgment note was for $20,080, and thet they 
would probably adjust matters satisfactorily to- 
day. He also made similar statements as tose of 
his partner regarding their business and their 
dealings with the bank above named. Neither of 
the gentlemen gave any figures concerning their 
assets and liabilities other than those given above. 

From other persons whom the reporter inter- 
viewed it was learned that the cause of the embar- 
rassment was directly attributable to the open-ac- 
count system. the disastrous effects of which have 
ben pointed vont in Tus Tarsung heretofore. 
The firm |.ave not been able to obtain any accom- 
modation on the accbunte thus kept, whereas, if 
they had taken the paper of their country custom- 
ers, it could have been couverted into funds 
ample enough fur all emergencice.

Later in the day it was openly asserted that the 
firm had involuntarily suspended. and, on making 
an investigation, it Was ascertained that, on the 
strength of the judgment note referred to, the 
Merchants Savings, Loan & Trust Company 
caused a levy to be made on the store of the iirm, 
and last night it was in the possession of a custo- 
dian. From a gentleman whose position gives him 
every means of knowing, it was learned 
that the liabilities of the firm are $94, 000, 
and the assets $81,000— in book 
accounts, and $19,500 in stock. Estimating the 
latter items at their face value leaves a surplus of 
not quite $7,000, which in these times is insuffi- 
cient to carry on a business of the proportion the 
firm were doing, They owe tneir mixfortnne large- 
ly to the big fire. After that event they paid up in 
full, Consuming all the profits of the business for 
the two or three years sul@equent.

THE THIRD ANNUAL EXHIBITION 
of the National Poultry Association was opened%to 
the pablic yceterday in the north wing of the Ex- 
position Building, and during the day and evening 
a considerable number of people were p nt to 
enjoy the strenuous music of the competitors. 
The arrangement of the coops was the same as at 
the previous exhibitions, but the show of fowls is 
in advance of anything which has been seen in 
Chicago. It may be said, in a general way, that 
the allotment of space places the pigeons and 
Hamburgs at the south side of the hall, the 
games and bantame in the first br north. 
the Cochins and heavy birds at north 
side, while the owater-fowl are at ‘the 
castern end of thé building.

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STREETS AND ALLEYS. 
THE PAVEMENT ORDINANCE. 

The Joint Committee on Streets and Alleys of 
the three divisions met yesterday afternoon in the 
City Clerk’s office. Ald. Gilbert presided, and 
there were present Ald. Ballard, Baumgarten, 
Kerber, Lawler, Sweeney, Seaton, Tully, Throop, 


and Wheeler. 

They first took up the Mayor's veto of the pave- 
ment ordinance. In explanation of his veto, he 
said that he doubted the wisdom of making ene 
foundation for cedar-block pavements and a dif- 
ferent one for all other kinds. The ordinance re- 
quired that all other than cedar blocks should de 
laid on stone of concrete foundations, and tho 
Mayor thought that, where the old road- 
bed had properly settled, this was not 
quired. He objected aise to the re- 

ulrements for twelve-foot planks, on the ground 
that the supply was insufficient and the quality in- 
fervor. The matter of ordering filing and founda- 
tions should be left to the discretion of the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

Mayor Heath, who was present at the meeting, 
was asked if he had any course to suggest, and re- 
plied in the negative. There wert a number of 
streets in the buciness part of the city requiring 
ailing, and an arbitrary rule would not work well. 

Ald. Tully said the peuple wanted the streets 
improved, and atonce. They do not want to wait 
six months to get a street paved, and preferred 
what they could get, even if they had to pave it 
again in two or three years’ time. 

Ald. Sweeney called upon some of the con- 
tractors present to give their opinions on the gen- 
era! subject of pavement foundations. 

Mr. Watson responded with the declaration that 
where heavy filling was done the earth mast be al- 
lowed a considerabie time to settle. Where the 
filling was not more than eighteen inches thick, 
work could go right on. 

Aid. Sweeney moved that, wherever more than 
three feet of filling wus put in, the street be 
allowed to stand three months before paving. 

Ald. Baumgarten moved to make the limit 
eighteen inches. 

Mr. J. B. Smith said he had paved a number of 
streets where the filling ranged from wne to four 
feet in thickness. The contractors were enabled 
to do the paving within three weeks, and, While 
he kept the streets in order for twelve, months the 
ay oA attendant on settlements was not more 
than on two miles of streets. In his opinion 
the sooner a street couid be paved after filling _ 
better. A proper a*ttiement could be gotten by 
vuddimg and rolling, anda clause should be in- 
serted in ali contracts requiring the contractors to 
keep the sireets in order for a year. 

Ald. Sweeney withdrew his amendment.
